cording to his statement, every em- 
ployer, under th« law, will be 
obliged to kMp on file a certificate 
of reflldenM of Mtea of his employes 
In addition he will b« required to 
d«duet aad withhold from the aal- 
snw of all non-residents equalling 
or exMedloc 11.000 a tax_of 1 per 
cent on th* flnt 110,009 and 2 per 
cent la anon of that amount. 


Thto tax appliw not only to sal- 


aries, but aJfo to wage*, comnus- 
Eione, irsAuitiee, emoluments, per- 
quisite*, or other nx«d and determ- 
inabl*, annual or periodical compen- 
sation, earned for personal semces 
in a tMtfinwi, trade, profession or 
occupation canted on within this 
st*t« providing that the withholding 
agent (employer) has not a 
file a 


certificate that his employe is a resi- 
dent of this state, settting forth 
•-uch residence. Blanks for this pur- 
pose hare already been prorided for 
and will be sent upon request 


In addition the comptroller has 


ruled that withholding agents shall 
deduct with/reepect of personal ser- 
-ice compensation paid or credited 
to the payee at any time subsequent 
to January 1, laet, if payments are 
made or credited to the payee at any 
time within the calendar year. In 
other word*, the act is retroactlTe 
in effect, in that, although it became 
a law on May 14, its provisions date 
sack to the beginning of the current 
year. 


Should the employe ha^re left the 


sendee prior to the above date and 
had received full compensation up 
to the time of his departure no dutj" 
or obligation rests on the withhold- 
ing agent.
